Under ordinary conditions, there wouin nc 
more competition witliln the two major nar- 
tlcs themselves, but now there Is too imirn 
at stake tor either party lo take any ch; 
They are concentrating quickly on tiir 
champs they will enter In the most slfrniri- 
cant election battle In American history. 

Mr. Dworshak-dcscrlbes It as a fight be- 
tween constitutional government and 
collectivism. An even broader Interprctni-ion 
might be that It's a battle between American 
democratic conservathm and one ma n. 
Franklin D. Hoosevelt.
